f or that matter, there are a few who still remember 
that when Poland was sinking to her knees before G er­ 
many, Russia administered to ber what President Roose­ 
velt, speaking of a similar act by Italy to France, called 
a stab in tile back. 
A u d others see that the present low ebb of world 


4 peace is due, broadly speaking, to two Russian actions: 
first, denial of the Atlantic Charter by seizing the small 
nations of W estern Europe; and second, entering into a 
separate tre«»ty with France (just before the Crim ean 
conference), which substituted 
bi-lateral 
action for 
WO rid co operation. 
The United States is full of Am ericans who would 
be glad to see the United States and Russia work har­ 
moniously lur world peace; but who, more realistic than 
W allace, understand fully that co-operation cannot be a 
purely one sided matter— that Russia must help. 
W allace spoke eloquently of the ’’foul enterprise” 
of "enemies of peace” who are 
deliberately trying to stir 
up trouble” between the two nations. 
I his is tommy-rot. 
I he force which has been stirring 
up the trouble bas been the nationalism and the ambition 
of Russia, and not either llitle r agents, as Communists 
have suggested, or Republicans, as W allace pretends to 
think. 
M eanwhile, tFie arguments of those who have de­ 
picted W allace s dream-plan of 
60,000,000 jobs 
as a 
prelude to Com m unistic dictatorship have strong con­ 
firmation from the words of W allace himself when he 
speaks ol Soviet Russia as "econom ic, dem ocracy.”
